This timely warning is @. question with

which the cotirt convenes. The intent 
of this lat’ is Stamped upon its face. It 
was enacted for the porpose of granting 
teady diverees to suck men who desert- 
ed their wives, did such womes who-de- 
serted their husbands for the purpose ol 
joing the" Mormon Church. It fs ‘not 
thtended to, and dées not, apply to those 
already: in the Charch:—tor inmance. 
both busband and wife belonging to the 
Chureh and seeking a divorce. The wri- 
ter ventures to assert, from evidence in 
bis. and the record of any Pro- 
bate Court in the Territory . bearing 
evidence of a heing granted will 
investigation sdastain the assertion, 
that but one of the partics was @ mem- 
ber of the Church. The effect~of this 
law can readily be understood from the 
following Ulustratien which Simply rep- 
resents in substance afag¢t wiibin the 
writer’s own observation: A Mormon 
Missionary persuades a ‘woman to‘adopt 
hia taith. She deserts her husband and 
comes to Utab. . Inimediately alter her 
arrival she applies for a divorce. The 
timely notice is givén by the Court and 
before the woman is scarcely aware 
of the fact. she free, and shortly after 
is the first, or fifth. or filteenth. wife of 
some member of the Church... The hus- 
band. sbou!d he learn her whereabont: 
and have the temerity to follow ber, finds 
that a Judge, under ednction of “Utah 
law, bas divorced his wife without his 
knowledge ; but tbe timely notice has 
Pbeen given. Certainly —tbe law las been 
complied with and it is not the fenlt of 
the Court if that timely notice did not 
travel several thousand omiles withia a 
month. or such a matter to the husband. 
This law concerning divorces sugar- 
coats the whole arrangement, by saying 
in the last section that it-'is the duty of 
the Probate Judge to punish by fine or 
imprisooment, or boib, at discretion, 
any person or persons who shall stir 
up uawarrantable strife between bus- 
bund and wife. or seek to bring about a 
separation between them. The writer 
agrees with an exeellent authority con- 
cerning this section. and affirms with 
that anthority that in this section the 
Probate Judges have powers tow pleaary. 
A stion of so importance 
sbould allow the party a trial by jury. 
In otber territories, District Courts 
have jurisdiction’ concerning divorces, 
and Probate Courts are confined to the 
legitimate business of such . courts, but 
ike Territorial Legisiatire, in granting 
to these courts original jurisdiction, 
both in civil and crimimal s, adds 
the proviso. “when not otherwise pro- 
| by law.’ The qnesiion naturally 
: arises—is it not {ime to provide by law 
for certain rights which public interests 
fully demand? Such is the civil di- 
vorce law of Utah. The ecclesiastic 
divine law has been noticed in our brief 
paragraph ina former article. Further 
comment upon either is unnecessary.
